NO ACTION YET TAKEN.

QUAY WILL PROBABLY IGNORE THE
BUCKEYE BREAK.

Some Demeocratic Members Are Willing re
Expel Keuvnedy, and Thus Kill Twe Birds
With Ove Stene—The Bold Orater Ree
pents His Statements.

FPRCIAL TELEGREAM TO THE DISPATCMA

WASHINGTON, September 5.—The only
new movement made in the Keunedy affuir
to-day was the announcement of Represent-
ative DBoatoer, of Louisiana, that he was
sbout to introduce & resolution to expel
Keanedy, Of course this could be nothing
else but dbuncombe, as the same sitnation
that yesterday preveoled Representative
Dailzell from introducing his resolution to
vipunge the Keunedy speech from the
Record, must prevent the introduction of a
resolution of expulsion.

Mr. Boatner, however, professed to be in
dead earnest, He, asa Democrat, was not
interested in the defense of Senstor Quay,
but he was deeply interested in the preserva-
tion of the dignity of the House, and he
thought that every decent member should
hasten to denounce the action of Kennedy
as an offense that eould ouly be properly
punished by expulsion. Afier conierring
with some of his friends bhe decided to do
nothing more at this time.

Kennedy n Little Too Cute.

The fact is, nothing can be done to punish
Keovnedy uoder the rules without a repro-
duction of the language of the speech from
the official records, This is not available,
ag, with & forethought that took in all of the
ohanees ol the case, Kennedy put his speech
in manusecript, knowing that if it were in
that form the official stenographers would
not take the trouble to follow him, but would
depend on the manuscript for their copy.

After its delivery, under a pretense of
withbolding it for revision, he put the speech
in his pocket, and by that act gained immu-
pity ‘rom expulsion or eensure until the lan-
guage of the spesch conld be produced. It
wag a bit of cunning worthyof a better cause
and of a more clever man than Kennedy.
Kennedy hns been so censured that he will
pot probably ever print any part of the
speeeh, but will let it find its immortality in
the publication in the newspaper press. He
eannot be compelled to publish it. There
are illustrious examples in which a member
has held his speech Jor revision and held it
for all time.

Ope =poech That Was Suppressed.

For instance: Two years ago in speaking
ot .he tanff bill, Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio,
argued strongly in faver of the proposed
duty on tin plate. Speakiog to the MeKin-
ley bill this session he argued against the
tin plate duty. Thinking to place bim ata
dissdvastage an advocate of the doty rap-
sancked the KRecord to find the former
speech. Hediscovered that it hed npever
been printed. The wily “Ben" bad made
that speech at the request of some of his
constituents, but as it did not voice his true
sentiments he omitted it from the Record.

For the reasons cited, Mr. Dalzell still
holds his resolution to expunge the speech
from the Record locked in his desk, and the
Benate also csn take no action in the matter.
Sepator Quay could rise to a question of
personal privilege upon the ground of the
publication iv newspapers, but his friends
have been busily persuading him to ignore
Kennedr altogether, and it is now quite
certain that be will tuke no wnotice ol the
matter.

Still Helding His Grouwnd.

In talking with & correpondent General
Kennedy said: “I don’t see anything the
matter with that speech. It embodies my
sentiments exaetly, and I am not afraid to
sayv what I think., Evervbody kvows that I
am in favor ol the election bill and that I
believe it ought to be now, I have
made no concealment of the faet I em-
phatically disapproved the action of Mr,
Quay. 1 koow that I am not alone, by any
meaus, in holding these views. A good
many on our side of the House agree with
me. Taum oo moreof an extremist than
scores of others. 1 believe 1 am right; why
should not the truth be told? I wade the
specch wholly on wy own responsibility, I
believe the Hepublicans generally aeree
wilh me, though they may be atraid to say
so, because they question the expediency of
such a speech. Ido not think they can
keep it out of the Record on the ground thas
it is unﬂnriiamenurr. While preparing
the spesch I had the rules betore me and I
was very careful to keep within them., I
don’t believe there is a line or word of it
arainst which the charge of violati the
rules can be successiully made. I should
be very sorry to unjustly give offense to
anybody, but in this matter, as [ have said,
I believe I am right aod wy speech goes, I
stand on it.”

‘WORRIED ABOUT RAUM.

President Harrison Aboust BEendy for 8 New
FPennion Comminsloner.

WASHINGTON, September 5.—An inti-
mate triend of the President said this even-
ing that Mr, Harrison said o him previous
to his departure for Cresson fo-day, that
nothing hitherto during his incumbency of
office had worried him so much as the case
of General Raum. He intimated that if an
investigation were not in progress he wounld
be compelled to ask Raum to resign on the
strength of Raum’s admission of haviog
borrowed §15000 from Pension Attornoy
Lemon after he, Raum, had been appointed
Commissioner of Pensions.

The President said he had appointed
Raum of his own volition on acconnt o1 his
personal knowledge of the man, and slmost
without consultation with soyone, and he
felt a personal responsibility 1o the matter
which he would not otherwise. It wonid
seetn from this that Mr. Raum's tepure
bangs from a very slight thread,

EXILED FROM CUBA.

GENERAL ANTONIO MACEQ HURRIED OFF
THE ISLAND.

The Authorities Afraid That He Was About
to Foment Another Rebellion—The Pres-
ent (xovernor is Ove of His Bitier
Enemira. .

EPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOR)

New YoRE, September §,—Upannousced
by the cable General Antouio Maceo ar-
rived to-day on the Ward Line steamship
Cienfuegos, an exile from Cuoba, The news
haa probably been kept secret by order of
Cuban Government, at the bead of which is
General Maceo’s old enemy, Captain Ben
Palaviaja, who was reappointed Captain
General a month ago under the Conserva-
tive Governmeut. which ut that time came
into power in Spain. General Maceo is 6
feet tall, has handsowe features, and & com-
plexion as dark as a mulatte. At his hotel
to-day he related to a DisPATCH reporfer
the circumstances attending his exile.

Geperal Maceo was a hittle over 20 years
old when the Cuban insurrection broke out
in 1868. Tn the ten-vears' war that followed
General Muceo asys he had & price set upon
his head four times by Palaviaja, ranging
from §20,000 to §50,000, blood hounds were
set on his track, and in the various engage-
ments be received 22 wounds. Tle was the
last soldier to yield to the Government, con-
tinuing the fight with a small band in the
mountain regions of Santiago. He went to
Jamaica and remained in business until
1886, when he was found at Port-au-FPrince
organiging another army to attack Cuoba
He was driven from Hayti by Cuban mnflu-
ence, and bas since been engaged in com-
meree in various ways, as & contractor on
the Panama Canal, the owner of a grocery
at Bas-Obispo, and an exploiter of gold
mines in Panama.

“I lett Panama,"” he said, “'in December
last to attend to many business matters in
the West Indies and to join my wife in
Jamaica. I went to Kingston, then to
Hayti, and to Havana and to Santiage. It
is said the Government did not know of my
arrival in Santiago. That 18 not true, They
were well informed of it. My mainobject in
visiting Havana and Santiago was to sell
some property, and finally to leave the
country. Ii it was noised abroad that I was
in Bantisgo to foment a new rebellion I
never beard of it. I was hivingquietly with
my wife when a notice was served on me
that I must depart in 12 hours for New York
City in the Cienfuegos, It is not true that
soldiers wers ordered to guard the ship snd
shoot me if Ishould make an attempt to es-
cape.”

RAIDED EY WHITE CAPS.

A Nerth Corolina Town Looksas Though
Hiruck by a Crclone,

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Beptember 5—The
town of Dallas presents a scene that wenld
compare favorably with some ' Western
town that had been visited bya terrible
eyclone. In some portionsof the place the
bouses are completely demclished, literally
wiped from the face of the earth. The
cause is due to the raid that the White
Caps made last night. It gvas indeed a
night of horror as well as of suffering. They
went at their work after the regular old-
fashioned "Kuklax" style, tearing down
fences, stables and everything that came in
their way. In some of the dwellings the
furnitore was taken our and broken and the
inside of the houses as far as possible was
mutilated so as not to be fit for occupancy.
The esuse bas not fully developed, but it is
thought that something of a sensational
uharkum is at the bottom of this destructive
work.

TRE DISPATCH ndent learped
from an eye witluess that there were about
75 men heavily armed with gunas, pistol
rocks and sticks. They fully sceomplish
their desires.

LITERALLY TORN T0 PIECES,

Bodies of tho Victims of a Premature Blast
Gathered Up In Sacks.

Dover, N. J., September 5—A fatal
blasting accident occurred at an early hour
this morning in the Wood iron mine at Hi-
bernia, a tew miles from here. Two experi-
enced miners named Robert Degraw and
George Storms had prepared seven holes for
blast and lighted the fuses of three of them.
They exploded as expected, and the men
went back to fire the other four holes. Just
as they reached the spot one of the holes
went off. It is supposed that the first blast
had eut the fuse o1 this hole and igoited.

The two meu were literally torn to pieces,
Their heads were blown entirely off, and
there was bardly a booe in the body of
gither that was not broken. The features
of the severed heads were pot recognizable,
and the body of Storms bad to be exhumed
from beneath a mass of ore that the blast
bad loosened. Their remains had to be
sewed up in sacks. Both of the men were
about 35 years ol age, and Storms leaves a
family. .

The Attorneys for ths Prosecation Move
for a Rehearing.

BEAVER VALLEY NOW ALL IN A BLAZE,

The Excilement Is Very Great, and the Feeling
Decidedly Bltter.

The Beaver bribery cases will not be
dropped. A move for the rehearing was en-
tered yesterday. The Judge nsked whether
the Tate sffidavit had been before the grand
jury. When informed that it was presented
he said there was something wrong, and
ordered an investigation for Monday, Sep-
tember 15,

ISFECIAL TELEGRANM TO THE DISFATCH. !
NEw CASTLE, September 5, —When A.
P. McDonald, Esq.,Chairman of the Beaver
Republican County Committee, received a
telepbone message last night, of the find-
ing of the grand jury in the bribery cases,
he says it came on him like a thunderbolt,
A council of wir was held, snd early this
morning, Mr. Marshall, Prs. McKioney
and MoConnell, R, B, Kennedy, and several
others, prosecutors and witnesses in the case,
left at once for New Castle, determined to
prevail upon the Court to set aside the ver-
diet of the jury.

The party proceeded to the office of D. B.
Kurtz, Esq., also of the private counsel of
the Commonwealth, where a motion was
prepared, which after reciting the several
cases against the defendants says:

APPEAL FOR A REHEARING.

1t appearing to the Court that Dr, David Me-
Einney was the prosecalor in the aferesaid
cases, and thas indlotments In all of the fore-
Eoing cases wera before the grand jury, and by
eaid grand jury in all of the cases returned as
not a true bill, and that the prosecutor, the said
Dr. &IcKinaasrkTuy the costs, whereopon the
sard David Me pey by L. B, Kurtz and J. M.
Martin, his attorneys, move the Cours to set
aside the return of the grand jury so made as
aforesaid, and recommit the ocases to this, ora
subsequent grand jury, for the cause that the
findings are mwanilestly against the facts in the
case and the evidence of the wituesses befors
the said jury.

Attorney Kurtz, in defense of his motion,
eaid: "“The whole world is looking at us, It
is a notorions fact that the politics of Penn-
sylvania are corrupt from beginning to end.

MUST BE CLEARED UP.

“I reside in the district,” said Mr. Kuriz,
*and I ipsist that this charge of bribery be
cleared from my skirts. lofluences were
brought to bear on the grand jury so that
they conld not give a fair decigion. It ina
common sayving that the State Legislature
of Pennsylvania is corrupt, I do not wunt
Lawrence county to come in the same onte-
gory. 1 waul this case investigated. I
want it tried, 1 understood rday at
noon that there could be no bills found; that
the grind jury had been seen.”

A, P. Marshall, Esq., Chairman of the
County Committee of Beaver, said he had
been 1o Messrs. Downey, Tate, Shuffer and
Duerr, the alleged bribe takers, aad they
bad agreed to call on him and appear in
court and tell their story in New Castle,
They didn’t do it, because they had been
seen by people from Lawrenee county, These
men appeared betore the grand jury; they
are themselves charged with a erine, and
were permitted {o tell their story. This was
an injustice such as no court would over-
look. .

AN ATTACK ON PORTER.

“The District Attorney,” Mr. Myrshall
said, *is all-powerful before a grand jurz.
He can do as he pleases. Mr. Portér, the
District Attorney, made assertions that there
was nothing in these cases even before they
were heard."

Mr. Marshall, in summing up, said that
a rumor had been started and credited by a
great many people to the effdet that certain
persons in Beaver county had paid a large
sum of money to procore the admission of
Tate and other boodlers. “Just give us a
chanee,” said he, “before & jury of this or
Beaver county and we will prove to yon and
the entire people of this State what an out-

BEAVER IN A BLAZE.

INDIGNATION AT THE GRAND
JURY'S ACTION,

A Determination en the Part of the Leaders
to Press the Cane to the Bitter End—The
Rislng Hopes of the Democrats.

BeAvER, September 5.—While a feellng
was pretty generally eotertained here that

Captain Bigger says the
question is only one of pipes and price.

Itis quite evident, how-
ever, it would bave shown s pressure of at
least 500 pounds and probably more. Of
course nothing is known of its

yet, but the fact that it draws its sapply
from the third, or Gorden sand, angurs wail
for it.

A CASE CLEARLY PUT.

“What have we laid §1,000,000 wgzjh of
pipe this ear lor—not to get gad, W you
suppose?”’

Such was .the apt reply of Mr. Charles
Paine, general manager of the Philadelphis
Company, to the question whether thers
would be an amole supply of gas nex:t
winter, The foreeful philosophy in thas
way of putting it is self evident, For it iv
bardly probable that a corporation like the
Philadelphia Company, with its facilities
for making correct estimates, would make
such an outlay for piping without being
eertain of the product. r. Paine waa too
busv for a formal interview when seen, but
talked as he worked, substantinlly as
follows:

“We expect Lo be able to supply pleaty of
gas to our patrons pext winter. We are
laying larger pipes; we expect to need them
by and by. Certainly the pressure at the
oﬁl wells is considerably reduced, but with
larger pipes they will produce as much gas
as formerly at lower ure. We have
wells shut in out in Washington ecounty,
which would produce s great deal of gas,
but their pressure is not great enough lor
any of our gas lines now, Thereis no use
connecting a well which has s pressure
is less than thaton the pipe line. Butif
the supply shonld begin to fail, as some
people seem to be afraid it will, these
:ould heip out considerably.

A QUESTION OF DISCOVERY.

*“The natural gas supply of the future is
lnrgely s question of aceident and discovery.
I do not expect a failure of supply lor some
years yet. So far as I can see the supply is
assured for a loog time, If anyone has any
mysterious or penetrating knowledge, be-
vond what we can see, that nssures of
a failure of the l?ply. they should speak
out. They should bave warned us a geod
while ago, and saved us the expense of lay-
ing these pew pipes. We would ot expend
§1,000,000 a year for pipes if we did not have
faith in the supply. This same cry about
